Cantaber, a Piince of Spaine, in the time of Gar» 


ga#tics King of Brittaine, who procured Phzloſo- 


pbers, and other Learned Mea from «1:hers, before 
the Birth of our Saviour 375. Years, 

Others Write, That Cofivilanus Prince of the 
Trojnobantes, Kivg Olauim, King Artbur, and Etbei- 
bers King of Kent, were each of them Founders, or 
Refſtorcrs of the ſame. 

But the Chiefeſt Conclude and Agree, That S:ge- 
bert, King of the Eaſt «<rgles, was Principal 
Founder thereof, about the Year 8530. and 636. 
according to Bede, Sigetert returning out of Frence 
into England, aceording to the Examples which he 
had there ſeen, Ordered and Diſpoſed Schooles in 
diverfe "places of his Land, for the increaſe of Ver- 
tue and Learning : and through the means of Pelix, 
then Biſhop, placed in them Teachers, after the 
manner of the Cartuarians : and in prreicnlar, at 
Gzrantbridge, then the Chicfe City of bis Domini- 
on, now called CamSriage, where he affigned diverſe 
Hoſpitals, and Houſes for Students and Schollars ro 
inhabit -in, giving them large Priviledges and Char- 
ters, whereof ſome are yet extant. 

The Univerſitic of Oxford, as moſt Writers agree, 
was Inftituted by King efl/fred, one ef the Sax07 
Monarchs, after the Birth of Chriſt $73, years. 
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Yet it ſhould ſeem, by the Hiſtory of thar Univer- 
fity, ro be of greater Antiquity, referring the begin- 
ning thereof to- certain Greek Phyloſopters, that 
came into this Iſland with the Trojazs, and placed 
themſelves at a place nor farr from Oxford, corrupt- 
ly called, Greglade, for Greeklede , the which Phy- 
loſophers being afrerwards allured with the pleaface 
ſiruarion of the place, removed thence to the Soyle 
where Oxford now ſtandeth, and there Taughe the 
Liberall Sciences.

one of theſe Shires gnad Countics, he appointed a 


Sheriffc, and diverſe Magiſtrates, which are certaine

Peace, diſperſed into all parts of the Country, for 
the betrer Ordering and puniſhing offcnders, thar true 
peace through the whole Lind mighe be preſerved 
and kepr inviolate.

nation of Offs, and Erbelbald, Kings of Aﬀercia, in 
freeing the Churches, Monafteries, and granting them 
great Liberties.)

ample of Cadwaladar, the laft King of the Brittarns, 
as [te king of Weſt Saxons, Eadbert us king of Nor- 
thamberlind, Offa of Alercia, Selly of Eaſt Saxons, 
and Srpebertins king of, Eaft «Angles, with others, who 
renounCcing their kingly Authority, and all worldly 
glory, voluntary lived as Monkes, after the ftrieſt 
manner of the Fomiſh Oraty. 

Hence we may ſce the Authority of the Prince 
of the ApoRtles (as. they then termed him) in this 
Land, honoured and eſteemed as a Divine Oracle, 
as allo the Golien Exgles of the Roman Standert, 
and the Banner of the Croſſe, (as piercing, and draw- 
ing Adamants) took ſuch deep Impreſſion upon the

Yee we finde the violence of the Norman Con- 
queſt, ſhewing the ſad eff. of a Tyrannicall Go- 
vernment, in overturning the known Laws and Li- 
berties of this Nation,and making uſe of that good Mo- 
narchyecall Government, to farisfie the pride and arn- 
bitious deſires of aſpiring Princes, whereby pleaſure 
and will, Ruling in the hearts of t}.ofs Norman Kings, 
the Laws of the Land, which ſhoul4 have been a 
great defence both to the Lives and Liberties of the 
people, were turned in'o eruelty, and oppreffion : 
Among the reft, thoſe inſupportable Laws of the For-

ing that religious prudence, prudent policy, and di- 
vine vertues to beautific their Honours, and Digni- 
ties, and to ſupport their Crowns and Sceprers, which 
Chriſtian Kings, and Princes have the happrneſſe to 
be indewed withall, their Glory decayed, and their ho- 
nours deſcended to ſucceeding eAges. 

2. It we obſerve the great joy that was in 1ſrael, 
«& the Crowning of Solomon,'and make a parallcll 
with that Renowned Prince, who exceeded «ll the Kings 
of the World in Wiſedom and Royalty, 'V Ve find, That af 
hw honour and magniſicence, and all the Glory,and beauti- 
full Ornaments of the Temple of Jeruſalem, were onely as 
real Types of Kings, Princes, and worthy D efenders of. the 
Church, and Glory thereof, under the New Teſtament, 

3- If wedeſcend to our own Kingdom, Anno Don, 
162. we finde much rejoyCing at the receiving, or 
. rather, confirming of the Chriſtian Religion, the Kc- | 
man Emperors being moved to ſend forth more fa- 
vourable Edidts, whereby the Do&rine of Chrift was 
eſtabliſhed in Brittaine'; and then more fully con- 
firmed by famous King Lucins, whereby this was the 
firſt of all the Provinces that received the Faith by 
Publique Ordinance, before all gther in the world. 
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4. If we come to the dayes of great Conſtantine, 
the worlds Commanding Monarch, we ſhall find ex- 
ceeding great joy through the whole Roman Empire, 
and eſpecially in 8rittaine, for that (onſtantine had 
in a wonderfull manner, eſcaped from Galerims, and 
by Divine Providence, was appointed of God to Sway 
this Scepter, and to reſtore Chriſtianity 3 And ſo 
gladly was he received into this Iſland, that they 
accounted themſelves happy to ſee him (ſar + Ac- 
cording to theſe words of the Panegyriſt , © fortue 
»ate Brittaine, 47d more fortunate then all other Lands, 
that had the firfs [ight of Conſtantine the Great. 

5. When the Chriſtian Religion was much deeay- 
ed, and the beames of Chriſtianity obſcured, chrough 
Idolatry, and Pagan defolation : What true joy was 
found in the Authors Native Country, in the time 
of Gyregory the Great, Biſhop of Rome, about the 
Year 580. when King Es Reigned in his Sexox 
kingdome Deirs, the Biſhoprick of Durham ; and 
when Halelsj«h was Surg for the Converſion of the 
Engliſh Saxens to the Chriſtian Faith z confirmed by 
Ethelbert, King of Kent, even thoſe eArgli, quaſi

As in Spiriruall things, ſo. in Temporalls, the

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eſtabliſhment, both of Government in Church and 
S:ate : Aﬀecy ſo many bloody Battells, and of the 
Royall Blood ſlaine, was the preſervation of King 
Henry the ſeventh, and the Uniting of the Two Hou- 
ſes of York and Laxcafier, the Red Rolc, and the 
Vlite ; alchough the happy Union of theſe two No» 
ble Familics, tended chiefly to the outward peace of 
the Kingdom, and not onely for the purity of Religion, 
which begun co revive and flouriſh in aftertimes z as 
from the year of our Lord 1540. untill the year 163g. 
from which time, untill theſe late dayes of the brighe 
riling Sun, Charles the Serond, hath the Church ſuffe- 
red Perſecution, through many tryalls, tumults, ſedi- 
tions, and warrs.
